Managua. The first genuinely 
free and democratic elections in 
the history of Nicaragua, held 
last Sunday, were a complete 
success practically throughout 
the entire country and a major 
political victory for the Nicara- 
guan people. This assessment oi 
the elections was made by lhe 
Supreme Biectorai Council of 
Nicaragua. Nicaraguans went to 


die polls lo elect the President 
Vice-President, and the Nations. 
Assembly of the country. 

Taking part in the elections 
were seven parllea, Including lhe 
most massive polillcal organl 
zallon of thB Nicaraguan peo- 
pie— the Sandinlst National Li- 
beration FronL Preliminary esti- 
mates Indicate that more Ilian 
eighty per cent of lhe electorate 
took part in the voting.

Beirut. Lebanese patriots carried out fifty-five 
combat operations against the Israeli occupation for- 
ces in the southern Lebanon during October.

Yelena Bokova (on the pho- 
to), a Yakut, la a toocher. She 
Is (lie por former and author ot 
many songs of northern natio- 
nalities. 

The Yakut Autonomous Re- 
public populated apart from 
Yakuts, also by Evenks, Evens, 
Yuknglilrsaud Chukchi, lies In the 
north of Eastern Siberia. About 
fO per cent of Its territory is 
situated beyond tha Polar Cir- 
cle. Now almost 60 per cent of 
Ihe employed population of the 
republic, where until the 1017 
October Revolution, Illiteracy 
was practically total, have hi- 
gher and secondary education. 
There Is also the Yakut Stale 
University which has 10 depart- 
ments with 8,000 students. 

The Yakut alphabet was de- 
veloped In 1022. The first 
books brought out In Ibis lan- 
Ruage were baaed on oral folk 
legends — oloukho. Now do- 
zens ol novels and hundreds ol 
stories have been written in the 
Yakut language. 

Out ol 52 id embers of the 
Writers' Union of Yakulia 48 
sre Yakuts. Their works are be- 
ing published not only In tltelr 
native language. The poems of 
Semyon Danilov have been 


translated Into many languages 
ol Soviet peoples, as well as 
Into Mongolian, Polish, Czech, 
German, English, French and 
Japanese.
